Whereas  it  is  confidently  believed  that  a  better  coordination 
of  the  terminal,  transportation,  and  other  facilities  of  com- 
merce in,  about,  and  through  the  port  of  New  York  will  result  in 
Seat  economies,  benefiting  the  Nation  as  well  as  the  States  of 
ew  York  and  New  Jersey;  and 

Whereas  the  future  development  of  such  terminal,  transpor- 
tation, and  other  facilities  of  conunerce  will  require  the  expendi- 
ture of  Isj^e  sums  of  monev  and  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the 
States  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey  in  the  encouragement  of 
the  investment  of  capital  and  in  the  formulation  and  execution 
of  the  necessary  physical  plans;  and 

Whereas  such  result  can  best  be  aooomplished  through  the 
cooperation  of  the  two  States  by  and  through  a  joint  or  com- 
mon agency:  Now,  therefore, 
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The  said  States  of  New  Jersey  and  New  Toric  do  supplement  coStiSSldf *^  ^"*^ 
and  amend  the  existmg  agreement  of  1884  in  the  loUowing

Abucls  1.  They  agree  to  and  pled^,  each  to  the  other,  Yutf^New J«ney 
faithful  cooperation  in  the  future  piannmg  and  development  of  <^^>ua>^'>^- 
the  port  of  New  York,  holcting  in  high  tnist  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Nation  the  special  blessings  and  natural  advantages  thereof. 

Art.  2.  To  ihat  end  the  two  States  do  agree  that  there  shall 
be  created  and  they  do  hereby  create  a  district  to  be  knoum  as 
the  ''Port  of  New  Ycnrk  District''  (for  brevity  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  ''the  district 'Oi  which  shall  embrace  the  territory 
bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

The  district  is  included  within  the  boundary  lines  located  by 
connecting  points  of  known  latitude  and  longitude.  The  ap- 
projomate  couims  and  distances  of  the  lines  inclosing  the  district 
are  recited  in  the  description^  but  the  district  is  determined  by 
drawing  lines  through  uie  points  of  known  latitude  and  longi- 
tude. Beginning  at  a  point  A  of  latitude  forty-one  degrees  and

mont,  in  the  county  of  Rockland,  State  of  New  York;  thence 
due  south  one  aad  fifteen-^hundredths  miles  more  or  less  to  a 
point  B  of  latitude  forty^sine  degrees  and  three  minutes  north 
and  lonjgitude  seventy-three  degrees  and  fifty-six  minutes  west, 
said  point  being  about  one  and  three-tenUis  miles  northwest  of 
the  pier  at  Piermoht,  in  the  county  of  Rockland,  St^te  of  New 
York;  thence  south  fifty^ix  degrees  and  thirty-four  minutes 
west  six  and  tweaty-six  hundredths  miles  more  or  less  to  a

utes north  and  longitude  seventv^-iour  degrees  and  twenty-two 
minutes  west,  said  point  being  aoout  one  and  two-tenths  miles 
southwest  of  the  passenger  station  of  the  Delaware,  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  RaiLroad  in  the  city  of  Summit,  in  the 
county  of  Union,  State  of  New  Jersey;  thence  south  forty-two 
degrees  and  twenty<^our  minutes  west,  seven  and  seventy-eight 
hundredths  miles  more  or  less  to  a  point  G  6f  latitude  forty  de- 
crees and  thirtynseven  minutes  north  and  longitude  seventy- 
four  degrees  and  twenty-eight  minutes  west,  said  poiht  being 
about  two  and  two-tenths  miles  west  of  the  business  center  of 
the  city  of  Plainfield,  in  Uie  county  of  Somerset,  State  of  New

forty  decrees  and  twenty-^six  minutes  north  and  louji^itude 
seyenty-u>ur  degrees  and  twenty-eisht  minutes  west,*  saia  point 
being  about  four  and  fiveMtentliis  mues  southwest  of  the  city  of 
New  Bmmswick,  in  the  county  ^of  MidcUesex,  State  of  New  Jersey ; 
thence  south  seventyHseven  decrees  and  forty«two  minutes  east 
ten  and  seTenty-nine  hundreduis  miles  more  or  less  to  a  point  I 
of  latitude  forty  degrees  and  tw«ity*iour  minutes  north  and 
longitude  serehty-^fom*  degrees  and  sixteen  minutes  west,  said 
point  being  about  two  miles  southwest  of  the  borough  of  Mata- 
wan,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  State  of  New  Jersey;  thence 
due  east  twenty-five  and  forty-eight  hundredths  miles  more  or 
less,  crossing  the  coimty  of  Monmouth;  State  of  New  Jersey, 
and  passing  about  one  and  four-tenths  miles  south  of  the  pier 
of  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  at  Atlantic  Highlands  to 
a  point  J  of  latitude  forty  degrees  and  twenty-four  minutes 
north  and  longitude  sevent^-^throe  degrees  and  forty-eeTen  min- 
utes west,  saia  point  being  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean;  thence  north 
eleven  d^ees  nf  ty-eight  minutes  east  twenty-one  and  sixteen- 
hundredths  miles  more  or  less  to  a  point  K,  said  pokit  beine 
about  five  miles  east  of  the  passenger  station  of  the  long  Island 
Railroad  at  Jamaica  and  about  one  and  three-tenths  mSes  east 
of  the  boundary  line  of  the  city  of  New  York,  in  the  county  of 
Nassau,  State  of  New  York;  thence  in  a  itortheasterly  direction 
passing  about  one-half  mile  west  of  New  Hyde  Park  and  about 
one  and  one-tenth  miles  east  of  the  shore  of  Manh  asset  Bay  at 
Port  Washington,  crossing  Long  Island  Sound  to  a  point  L,  said 
point  being  tne  point  of  mtersection  of  the  bounaary  line  be- 
tween the  States  of  New  York  and  Connecticut  and  the  meridian 
of  seven ty-tiuee  degrees,  thirtv^'nine  mmutes,  and  thirty  sec- 
onds west  longitude^  said  point  oeing  also  about  a  mile  ikortheast 
of  the  village  of  Port  Chester;  tlieiice  northwest^ly  along  the 
boundary  line  between  the  States  of  New  York  and  Connecticut 
to  a  point  M,  said  point  being  the  point  of  intersection  between 
said  Doundary  line  between  the  States  of  New  Yosk  and  Con- 
necticut and  the  parallel  of  forty-one  degrees  and  four  minutes 
north  latitude,  said  point  also  being  about  four  and  five-tenths 
miles  northeast  of  the  business  center  of  the  city  of  White  Plains ; 
thence  due  west  alons  said  parallel  of  fortv-one  degrees  and  four 
minutes  north  latitude^  the  line  passing  abotit  two  and  one-half 
miles  north  of  the  business  center  of  the  etty  of  White  Plains 
and  crossing  the  Hudson  River  to  th^  Point  A,  the  place  of 
beginning. 

The  boundaries  of  said  district  may  be  changed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  action  of  the  leeislatnre  ii  either  State  concurred  in 
by  the  legislature  of 'the  o&m**- 

Abt*  8,  There  is  herebjr  created  'f  The  Port  of  New  York  Au- 
thority" (for  brevity  hereinafter ireferred  to  as  the  ''port  author- 
ity"), which  shall  be  a  body  ooiporate  and  poUtic,  having  the 
powers  and  jmisdiction  hereinafter  enumerated,  and  such  other 
and  ad(titional  powets  as  shall  be  ccmferred  upon  it  by  the  legis- 
lature of  either  State  concurred  in  by  the  legislature  of  the  other, 
or  by  Act  or  Acts  of  Congress,  as  herdnafter  provided. 

Art.  4.  The  port  autlu>rity  shall  consist  of  six  conmiission- 
ers — three  resident  voters  from  the  St»te  ci  New  York,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  reisident  voters  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  three 
resident  voters  from  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  two  of  whom  shall 
be  resident  voters  withm  the  New  Jersey  portion  of  the  district, 
the  New  York  members  to  be  chosen  by  tne  State  of  New  York 
and  the  New  Jersey  members  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey  in  the 
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manner  and  for  the  tenns  fixed  and  detennined  from  tinie  to  caSaai^  ^^'^^^ 
time  by  the  legislature  of  each  State,  respectively,  except  as 
herein  provided.  ^ 

Each  commissioner  may  be  removed  or  suspended  from  office 
as  provided  by  the  law  of  the  State  for  which  he  shall  be  ap- 
pointed. 

Abt.  5.  The  commissioners  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  doins  bus- 
iness, constitute  a  board  and  may  adopt  suitable  by*laws  for  its 
management. 

Art.  6.  The  port  authority  shall  constitute  a  body,  both  cor- 
porate and  pohtic,  with  full  power  and  Sruthority  to  purchase, 
construct,  lease,  and/or  operate  any  terminal  or  transportation 
facility  widiin  said  district;  and  to  make  charges  for  the  use 
thereof;  and  for  any  of  such  purposes  to  own,  hold,  lease,  and/or 
operate  real  or  personal  property,  to  borrow  money  and  secure 
the  same  by  bonds  or  by  mortgages  upon  any  property  held  or 
to  be  held  by  it.  No  property  now  or  hereafter  vested  in  or 
held  bjr  eith^  State,  or  by  any  county,  city,  borough,  village, 
township,  or  other  municipality,  shall  be  taken  by  the  port 
authority,  without  the  authority  or  consent  of  such  State,  county, 
city,  borough,  village,  township,  or  other  municipality,  nor  shaJl 
anythins  herein  impair  or  invalidate  in  any  way  any  bonded 
indebteobesa  of  such  State,  county^  city,  borough,  village,  town- 
ship, or  other  municipality,  nor  impair  the  provisions  of  law 
regulating  the  payment  into  sinking  funds  of  revenues  derived 
from  municipal  property,  or  dedicating  the  revenues  derived 
from  any  municipal  property  to  a  specific  purpose. 

The  powers  panted  in  tlus  article  shall  not  be  exercised  by 
the  port  authority  until  the  legislatures  of  both  States  shall  have 
approved  of  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  development  of  the 
port  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Abt.  7.  The  port  authority  shall  have  such  additional  powers 
and  duties  as  may  hereafter  be  delegated  to  or  imposed  upon  it 
from  time  to  time  by  the  action  of  the  legislature  of  either  State 
concurred  in  by  the  legislature  of  the  ouier.  Unless  and  until 
otherwise  provided,  it  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  die  legis- 
lature of  both  States,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  operations  and 
transactions  conducted  by  it  pursuant  to  this  agreement  and 
any  legislation  thereunder.  The  port  authority  shall  not  pledge 
the  credit  of  either  State  excqpt  by  and  with  the  authority  of 
the  legislature  thereof. 

Abt.  8.  Unless  and  until  otherwise  provided,  all  laws  now  or 
hereafter  vesting  jurisdiction  or  control  in  the  public  service 
commission,  or  the  pubfic  utilities  commission,  or  like  body, 
within  each  State,  respectively,  shall  apply  to  railroads  and  to 
any  transportation,  terminal,  or  other  lacility  owned,  operated, 
leased,  or  constructed  by  the  port  authority,  with  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  if  such  railroad,  or  transportation,  tenmnal,  or  other 
facility  were  owned,  leased,  operated,  or  constructed  by  a  private 
corporation. 

Abt.  9.  Nothing  contained  in  this  agreement  shall  impair  the 
powers  of  any  municipality  to  devefop  or  improve  port  and 
terminal  facihties. 

Abt.  10.  The  legislatures  of  the  two  States,  prior  to  the  sim- 
mg  of  this  agreement,  or  thereafter  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable, 
wul  adopt  a  plan  or  plans  for  the  comprehensive  development  of 
the  port  erf  New  YorK. 

Abt.  11.  The  port  authority  shall  from  time  to  time  make 
plans  for  the  development  of  said  district,  supplementaiy  to  or 
amendatory  of  any  plan  theretofore  adoptea,  and  when  such

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coSSniMd^  ^"*"         plans  are  duly  approved  by  the  legislatures  of  the  two  States, 

they  shall  be  binding  upon  both  States  with  the  mLme  force  and 
effect  as  if  incorporated  in  this  agreement. 

Abt.  12.  The  port  authority  may  from  time  to  time  make 
recommendations  to  the  legislatures  of  the  two  States  or  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  based  upon  study  and  analysis, 
for  the  better  conduct  of  the  commerce  passing  m  and  through 
the  port  of  New  York,  the  increase  and  improvement  of  trans- 
portation and  terminal  facilities  therein,  and  the  more  econom- 
ical and  expeditious  handling  of  such  commerce.  ^ 

Abt.  13.  The  port  authoritv  noiay  petition  any  interstate  com- 
merce commission  (or  like  bodv),  public  service  commission, 
public  utilities  commission  (or  like  body) ,  or  any  other  Federal, 
municipal,  State,  or  local  authority,  administrative,  judicial, 
or  legislative,  having  jurisdiction  m  the  premises,  after  the 
adoption  of  the  comprehensive  plan  as  provided  for  in  article  10 
for  the  adoption  and  execution  of  any  physical  improvement, 
change  in  method,  rate  of  transportation,  system  of  handling 
freight,  warehousing,  dockiiig,  littering,  or  transfer  (tf  freight, 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  port  authority,  may  be  designed  to 
imjprove  or  better  the  hanoliEig  of  commerc^  ia  and  uirou^h 
said  district,  or  improve  terminal  and  transportation  facilities 
therein.  It  may  mtervene  in  any  proceeding  affecting  the 
commerce  of  the  port. 

Abt.  14.  The  port  authority  shall  elect  from  its  number  a 
chairman,  vice  chairman,  and  may  appoint  such  officers  and 
employees  as  it  may  require  for  the  performance  of  its  duties, 
and  i^all  fix  and  determme  their  qualifications  and  duties. 

Abt.  15.  Unl^s  and  until  the  revenues  from  operations  con- 
ducted by  the  port  authority  are  adequate  tomeet  all  expenditures, 
the  legislatures  of  the  two  States  (sball  appropriate,  in  equal 
amounts,  annually,  for  the  salaries,  office  and  other  administra- 
tive expenses,  sucn  sum  or  sums  as  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Sort  authority  and  approved  by  the  governors  of  the  two  States, 
ut  each  State  obligates  itself  hereunder  only  to  the  extent  of 
f  100,000  in  any  one  year. 

Abt.  16.  Unless  and  imtil  otherwise  determined  by  the  action 
of  the  legislatures  of  the  two  States,  no  action  of  the  port  author- 
ity shall  be  binding  unless  taken  at  a  meeting  at  which  at  least 
two  members  from  each  State  are  present  ana  unless  four  votes 
are  cast  therefor,  two  from  each  State.  Each  State  reserves 
the  right  hereafter  to  provide  by  law  for  the  exercise  of  a  veto 
power  by  the  governor  thereof  over  any  action  of  any  commis- 
sioner appointed  therefrom. 

Abt.  17.  Unless  and  until  otherwise  determined  by  the  action 
of  the  legislatures  of  the  two  States,  the  port  authority  shall  not 
incur  any  obligations  for  salaries,  office  or  other  administrative 
expenses,  withm  the  provisions  of  article  15,  prior  to  the  making 
of  appropriations  adequate  to  meet  the  same. 

Abt.  18.  The  port  authority  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
suitable  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  states  or  of  either  State,  and  subject  to  the 
exercise  of  the  power  of  Congress,  for  the  improvement  of  the 
conduct  of  navigation  and  commerce,  which,  when  concurred 
in  or  authorized  by  the  legislatures  of  both  States,  shall  be  binding 
and  effective  upon  all  persons  and  corporations  affected  thereby. 

Abt.  19.  The  two  States  shall  provide  penalties  for  violations 
of  any  ordw,  rule,  or  regulation  of  the  port  authority,  and  for 
the  maimer  of  enforcing  the  same. 

Abt.  20.  The  tenitorial  or  boundary  lines  eetablidied  by  the 
agreement  of  1834,  or  tJie  jurisdiction  of  the  two  States  estabushed 
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thereby,  shall  not  be  changed  except  as  herein  specifically  oStonSd?**  Yak- 
modified. 

Abt.  21.  Either  State  may,  by  its  legislature,  withdraw  from 
this  i^eement  in  tlie  event  that  a  plan  for  the  comprehensive 
development  of  the  port  shall  not  Have  been  adopted  by  both 
States  on  6r  prior  to  July  1,  1023;  and  when  sucn  withdrawal 
shall  have  been  communicated  to  the  governor  of  the  other  State 
bv  the  State  so  withdrawing,  this  agreement  shall  be  thereby 
abrogated. 

Akt.  22.  DzFDnnoNs. — ^The  following  words  as  herein  used 
shall  have  the  following  meaning:  '^l^ansportation  faoiUty'' 
shall  include  railroads,  steam  or  electric,  motor  truck  or  other 
street  or  highway  vemdes,  tmmels,  brioges,  boats,  ferries,  car 
floats,  lighters)  tugs^  floating  elevators,  barges,  scows,  or  harbor 
craft  of  any  land,  aircraft  suitable  for  harbor  service,  and  every 
kind  of  transportation  facility  now  in  use  or  hereafter  designed 
for  Tise  for  the  transportation  or  carriage  of  persons  or  property. 
'^Terminal  f  adhty' '  snail  include  wharves,  piers,  slips,  femes,  docl^, 
dry  docks,  bulkheads,  dock  walls,  basins,  car  floats,  float  bridges, 
grain  or  other  storaee  elevators,  warehouses,  cold  storage,  traoks, 
yards,  sheds,  switches,  ccmnections,  overhead  appliances,  and 
ev^  kind  oi  terminal  or  storage  facility  now  in  use  or  hereafter 
designed  for  use  for  the  handling,  storage,  loading,  or  unloading  of 
frei^t  at  steamship,  railroad,  or  freight  terminal.  ''  Rallroaos  " 
shaU  include  Railways,  extensions  thereof,  tunnels,  subways, 
bridges,  elevated  structures,  tracks,  poles,  wires,  condmts, 
power  houses,  substations,  lines  for  the  transmission  of  power, 
car  bams,  shops,  yards,  siaings,  turnouts,  switches,  stations  ana 
approaches  thereto,  cars,  and  motive  equipment.  ^'Facility'' 
^all  include  all  works,  buildings,  structures,  appliances,  and 
appurtenances  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  proper  con- 
struction, equipment,  maintenance,  and  operation  of ,  such 
faciUty  or  f aciUties,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them.  '^  Real  prop- 
erty"  shall  include  land  under  water,  as  well  as  uplands,  and  all 
property  either  now  commonly  or  lej^ally  defined  as  real  property 
or  whicn  may  hereafter  be  so  demiea.  '*  Personal  property 
shall  include  choses  in  action  and  all  other  property  now  com- 
mcmly  or  legally  defined  as  personal  property  or  which  may  here- 
after be  so  defined.  ''To  lease''  shallr include  to  rent  or  to  hire. 
"Rule  or  r^ulation,"  until  and  miless  otherwise  determined  by 
the  legislatures  of  both  States,  shall  mean  any  rule  or  regulation 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of 
either  State,  and,  subject  to  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  Con- 
gress, for  the  improvement  of  the  conduct  of  navigation  and 
commerce  within  the  district,  and  shall  include  charts,  rates, 
rentals,  or  tolls  fixed  or  established  by  the  port  authority;  and, 
untU  otherwise  determined  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  include  matters 
relating  to  harbor  or  river  pollution.  Wherever  action  by  the 
legislature  of  either  State  is  herein  referred  to,  it  shall  mean  an 
act  of  the  legislature  duly  adopted  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution  of  the  State.

Such  consent,  approTal.  or  recommendation  whenever  required 
in  the  case  of  the  city  ol  New  York  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
given  or  made  whenever  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment of  said  city,  or  any  body  hereafter  succeeding  to  its  duties, 
shall,  by  majority  vote,  pass  a  resolution  expressmg  such  con-

CHAP.  91. — An  Act  To  extend  for  the  x>eriod  of  seven  months  Hie  provisions  of 
Title  II  of  the  Food  Control  and  the  District  of  Columbia  Rents  Act,  approved  October 
22, 1919,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houee  of  Bepreeentativee  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assernbled,  Tnat  Title  II  of  the  Food 
Control  and  the  District  of  Columbia  Kents  Act.  approved  October 
22, 1919,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  May  22, 1922. 

Sbo.  2.  That  the  second  paragraph  of  section  101  of  such  Act  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

''  The  term '  rental  property '  means  any  buildine  or  part  thereof  or 
land  appurtenant  thereto  in  the  District  of  Columoia  rented  or  hired 
and  the  service  agreed  or  required  by  law  or  by  determination  of  the 
commission  to  be  furnished  in  connection  thidrewith;  but  does  not 
include  (a)  any  portion  of  a  hotel  or  apartment  building,  (b)  a  garage 
or  warehouse,  or  (c)  any  other  building  or  part  thereof  or  land  appur- 
tenant thereto,  used  by  the  tenant  exclusively  for  a  business  purpose 
other  than  the  subleasing  or  otherwise  subicontracting  for  use  for 
living  accommodations." 

Sec.  3.  That  section  103  of  such  Act  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

''Sec.  103.  Each  commissioner  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $5,000  a 
year  payable  monthlv.  The  conmussion  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
who  snail  receive  a  salary  of  $3,000  a  year^  and  an  attorney,  who  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  <5,000  a  year,  payable  in  like  manner;  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  civil  service  laws,  it  may  appoint  and  remove 
such  officers,  employees,  and  agents,  and  mane  such  expenditures 
for  rent,  printing,  telegrams,  telephone,  law  books,  books  of  reference, 
periodicals,  funuture,  stationery,  office  equipment,  and  other  supplies 
and  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  to  tilie  administraiion  of  this  title. 
The  attorney  appointed  by  the  commission  shall  appear  for  and  repre- 
sent the  commission  in  all  judicial  proceedings  and  geHierally  perform 
such  professional  duties  and  services  as  attorney  and  eounsd  to  the 
commission  as  may  reasonably  berecjuired  of  him  by  the  commission* 
All  of  the  expenditures  of  the  commission  shall  upon  the  presentation 
of  itemized  vouchers  therefor  approved  by  the  cnairman  of  the  com- 
mission be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  maijner  as  otlier  expenditures 
for  the  District  of  Columbia.

The  term  "State  highway  department"  includes  any  State  depart- 
ment, commission,  board,  or  official  having  adequate  powers  and 
suitably  equipped  and  organized  to  discharjge  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  the  duties  herein  required. 

The  term  "maintenance"  means  the  constant  making  of  needed 
repairs  to  preserve  a  smooth  surfaced  hishway. 

The  term  "construction"  means  the  supervising,  inspecting, 
actual  building,  and  all  expenses  incidental  to  the  construction  of  a 
highway,  except  locating,  surveying,  mapping,  and  costs  of  rights  of

The  term  "reconstruction"  means  a  widening  or  a  rebuilding  of 
the  h^hway  or  any  portion  thereof  to  make  it  a  continuous  road,  and 
of  sumcient  width  and  strength  to  care  adequately  for  traffic  needs.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

TITLE  I.— GENERAL  DEFINITIONS.

The  Postmaster  General  may  require  each  such 
postmaster  to  give  additional  or  increased  bona  as  postmaster  for 
the  value  of  the  stamps  so  furnished,  and  each  such  postmaster  shall 
deposit  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  such  stamps  to  the  credit  of  and 
render  accounts  to  the  Postmaster  (General  at  such  times  and  in  such 
form  as  he  may  by  regulations  prescribe.  The  Postmaster  General 
shall  at  least  once  monthly  transfer  all  collections  from  this  source 
to  the  Treasury  as  internal-revenue  collections.

(c)  In  such  cases  the  collector  may  require  a  bond,  with  sufficient 
sureties,  in  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioner,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  return,  whenever  so  required;  of  all  quantities  or  amounts 
undisposed  of,  and  for  the  payment  monthly  of  all  quantities  or 
amounts  sold  or  not  remaining  on  hand.  The  Secretary  may  from 
time  to  time  make  such  regulations  as  he  may  find  necessary  to  insure 
the  safe-keeping  or  prevent  the  illegal  use  of  all  such  adhesive  stamps.

It  can 
not  therefore  be  too  strongly  rec- 
ommended to  the  various  Gov- 
ernments that  they  make  com- 
pulsory the  announcement  of 
cases  of  plague,  cholera,  and  yd- 
low  fever  and  that  they  keep 
themselves  informed  of  any  un- 
usual mortality  among  rats,  espe- 
cially in  ports.  ^^ 

Art.  6. — It  is  desirable  that  mSST 
neighboring  countries  make  spe- 
cial arrangements  with  a  view  to 
organizing  a  direct  information 
service  among  the  competent 
heads  of  departments  in  matters 
concerning  contiguous  territories 
or  those  which  have  close  com- 
merdal  relations.

For  ibe  mirpose  of  making 
better  postal  relatioos  between 
Spain  and  the  United  States  of 
Ajnericai  the  undersimed  Excmo. 
Sr.  Count  de  Coloim)!.  Director 
General  of  Posts  and  Telegraphs 
of  Spain,  and  Alb^  Sidney  Bur-* 
leson,  Postmaster  General  of  the 
United  States,  in  yirtue  of  the 
powers  that  have  been  conferred 
upon  them,  have  agreed  upon  ibe 
following  conditions,  with  the  ob- 
ject of  establishing  a  system  of 
exchange  of  parcel  poets  betweea 
the  two  countries. 

Article  I. 

The  provisions  of  thi^  Conven- 
tion apply  exclusively  to  the  ex- 
chanjge  ot  parcel  post  mails  ac- 
GOTdmg  to  the  system  herein 
provided  for.  It  does  not  ehangs 
m  any  way  the  arrangem^its 
now  existing  in  virtue  of  the 
Universal  Postal  Convention, 
which  will  continue  in  force;  all 
the  following  provisions  apply 
only  to  the  parcels  exchanfea  in 
virtue  of  tne  articles  of  this 
Convention.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  a  Treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Siam,  pro- 
viding for  the  revision  of  the  treaties  theretofore  existing  between 
the  two  countries,  and  the  protocol  annexed  to  the  said  treaty  and 
made  a  part  thereof ,  were  concluded  and  signed  by  their  respective 
Plenipotentiaries  at  Washington,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  December, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  the  originals  of  which  Treaty 
and  protocol,  being  in  the  English  language,  are  word  for  word  as 
follows: 

The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  His  Majesty 
the  King  of  Siam  being  desirous  of  strengthening  the  relations  of 
amity  and  good  understanding  which  happily  exist  between  the  two 
States,  and  being  convinced  that  this  cannot  be  better  accomplished 
than  by  revising  the  treaties  hitherto  existing  between  the  two 
countries,  have  resolved  to  complete  such  revision,  based  upon  the 
principles  of  equity  and  mutual  benefit,  and  for  that  purpose  have 
named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  say :

THE  UNITED  STATES  OP 
AMERICA  IN  CONGRESS 
ASSEMBLED,  That  the 
state  of  war  declared  to  exist 
between  the  Imperial  Ger- 
man Government  and  tiiB 
United  States  of  America  by 
tihe  joint  resolution  of  Con- 
fess approved  April  6, 1917, 
IS  hereby  declarea  at  an  end.

(2)  That  the  United  States 
shall  not  be  bound  by  the  pro- 
visions of  Part  I  of  tliat  Treaty, 
nor  by  any  provisions  of  that 
Treaty  including  those  mentioned 
in  Paragraph  (1)  of  this  Article, 
which  relate  to  the  Covenant  of 
the  Lesjgue  of  Nations,  nor  shall 
the  Umted  States  be  bound  by 
any  action  taken  bv  the  League 
of  Nations,  or  by  the  Council  or 
by  the  Assembly  thereof,  unless 
the  United  States  shall  expressly 
give  its  assent  to  such  action. 

(3)  That  the  United  States  as- 
sumes no  obligations  under  or 
with  respect  to  the  provisions  of 
Part  n,Tart  III,  Sections  2  to  8 
inclusive  of  Part  IV,  and  Part 
XIII  of  that  Treaty. 

(4)  That,  while  the  United 
States  is  privileged  to  partici{>ate 
in  the  Reparation  Conimission; 
according  to  the  tenns  of  Part 
VlII  of  that  Treaty,  and  in  any 
other  Commission  established  un- 
der the  Treaty  or  under  any 
agreement  supplemental  thereto, 
the  United  States  is  not  bound' to 
participate  in  any  su<?b  commis- 
sion unless  it  shall  elect  to  do  so.

WHEREAS,  it  appears  that  certain  of  the  lands,  wtthm  the  State    weiier  National 
of  Idaho,  described  m  the  Act  of  Confess  approved  Mi^*ch  first,  nine-  ^tS5m5S?^ 
teen  hundred  and  twenty-one  (41  Stat.,  1194),  which  have  been  found

Whereas  the  experience  of  the- war  revealed  vast  elements  of  popula- 
tion that  are  illiterate,  physically  unfit;  or  unfamiliar  with  Amen* 
can  ideals  and  traditions;  and  our  future  strength  and  security^  are 
much  dependent  on  their  education  and  commitment  to  American 
ideals; 
u^dofft^  nettng  Therefore,  I,  Warren  Q.  Harding,  President  of  the  United  States,  do 
•jitftor^|MNBb6r4to      ^y^^  ^^  Governors  of  the  various  States  and  Territories  to  set 

apart  December  4th  to  10th,  inclusive,  1921,  as  American  Educa- 
tion Week,  during  which 
^^  Citizens  in  every  state  are  ur^ed  to  give  special  and  thoughtful  atten- 
tion to  the  needs  and  the  aims  of  the  public  schools.  It  is  particu- 
larly recommended  that  effort  be  addressed  to  a  practical  expres- 
sion of  community  interest  in  public  education.  To  that  end  or- 
ganizations for  civic  advancement  and  social  betterment  are  earn- 
estly requested,  when  it  can  be  made  practicable,  to  provide  pro- 
grams which  wm  inform  the  people  concerning  the  vital  needs  in 
this  direction,  instruct  them  regarding  shortcomings  and  deficiencies 
in  present  facilities,  and  bring  to  their  attention  specific,  constructive 

;  methods  by  which,  in  the  respective  comniunities,  these  deficiencies 
"txiAj  be  supplied.  The  subject  of  public  education  has  always  been 
very  close  to  the  American  heart,  and  to  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
made  a  chief  responsibility  of  local  governmental  units,  we  largely 
owe  the  wide  diffusion  of  educational  facilities.  It  is  believed  that 
a  widespread  and  earnest  effort  at  observance  of  Education  Week 
would  do  much  to  emphasize  this  f eeling[  of  immediate  responsibility. 
Therefore  it  is  su^ested  that  the  pulpit,  press,  schools,  and  pubhc 
gatiierings  be  enlisted  in  behalf  of  this  special  effort.
